A small, almost unknown committee is responsible for ex¬ 
tending a much needed service to the students. The Guidance 
Committee, a group of faculty and students dedicated to helping 
students with their problems, is developing a counseling service 
on campus. 

PREVIOUSLY THERE has been only the invisible counseling 
service headed by the Guidance Committee. Now a permanent 
service is being established in Mount Pelia Lodge, the small white 
building behind the library. 

Mr. Ron Classon this fall 
accepted the position of 
assistant professor of 
psychology and developer of the 
counseling service. Mr. Classon 
worked four years at the 
University of Kansas as a 
counseling psychologist for 
veterans. He has had ex¬ 
perience in high school coun¬ 
seling in East St. Louis. Mr 
Classon is a graduate of 
Michigan State University and 
holds a masters degree in 
counseling psychology. He is 
presently working on his 
dissertation for his Ph. D. 

So that he can devote his time 
to the development of the 
service, Mr. Classon is teaching 
only two classes. By winter 
quarter, he will be devoting 75 
per cent of his time to the 
center. 

AS CHAIRMAN OF THE 
Guidance Committee, Dr. Milton 
Simmons pointed out, it is 
difficult to begin a new activity 
when so many are already 
underfinanced. As a result, it 
has been necessary for the 
psychology department to 
assign one of its teaching 
professors to the counseling 


center as they feel it is a 
necessary contribution to the 
campus. Remodeling is now 
going on in Mount Pelia Lodge 
and equipment and tests are 
being purchased. 

Mr. Classon plans to develop 
a general counseling center for 
those who experience problems 
with which they would like 
outside help. He promises

New Chancellor Will 
Need Understanding 


A decision will be made in the near future regarding the 
selection of a new chancellor. Apparently the choice has been 
narrowed to three by the Chancellor Selection Committee. While 
the committee is guarding the indentities of the prospective 
chancellors because it fears premature publicity could damage 
the chances of any or all of these candidates, the candidates are 
all scheduled for a series Of interviews with Dr Boling the 
Selection Committee, and various deans, department chairmen, 
administrators, and students this week. 

THE FACER STAKE certainly has no desire to harm the 
chances of any of these individuals. However, the editorial staff 
believes that there are a number of qualities which would be 
desirable in any candidate selected for the position. 

The new University of Tennessee at Martin Chancellor should 
not be expected to by a carbon-copy of Dr. Dykes. Most students 
and faculty look back upon Dr. Dykes's years as ones of amazing 
progress. It would be all too easy to let these years become un¬ 
fairly considered a “golden era.” The facts are that while Dr. 
Dykes was an extremely able administrator, he would be the first 
to admit that not everything he reached for was achieved. He 
would also be the first to admit that great challenges are yet in the 
future for this university and that looking backward is a mistake. 
He would certainly not expect all of his old objectives to be 
automatically accepted by the new chancellor. 

IT SEEMS TO US that The University of Tennessee at Martin is 
at a critical point in its history. We need a man who has energy, 
creativity, personality, a positive spirit, and a genuine desire to 
see this university honestly achieve the excellence we so often 
talk about. “He needs to be a man who Is expert at communication 
and who genuinely enjoys working with students and faculty and 
exchanging ideas wiih them. \ 

The new chancellor njedfc -tff be a man who is both com 
passionate and practical, a difficult mixture to achieve. Cer 
tainly, there are some difficult decisions which will be his. Are we 
toremainprlmalriySn dSdergraduateipstitutionjas-has been our 
role in the past?Are we tcrdeveldp ouF graduate programs to the 
pcdnt where we essentially change our present educational role?

Whatever our role, will this man be dedicated to 
developing a faculty and student body that solidly qualifies us for 
the title of “university. 1 ’ Will he be able to work effectively with 
Dr. Boling? With the legislature?,.. 

MANY RUMORS HAVE infested the campus during the past 
two months concerning the selection of the new chancellor. The 
Chancellor Selection Committee has certainly been working 
uiv’er trying circumstances and we appreciate the difficulty of 
their assignment. Not the least of their problems, and Dr. 
Boling’s, has been the quieting of unfounded rumors. Regardless 
of who the selection is, we feel that the new chancellor deserves 
an opportunity, if you will a grace period, to enunicate his own 
aspirations for The University of Tennessee at Martin.

Will Young People Vote? 
Only Elections Will Tell

ACCORDING TO White House aides, most of the Ad¬ 
ministration's political planning is guided by data found in a 
Census Bureau survey titled “Characteristics of American Youth, 
1970”. 

THIS SURVEY includes characteristics and habits of people 
from age 14 to 24. Included are their voting habits, their mobility, 
education, when they marry, and how much money they make. 

A prime reason for the Administration’s reliance on this survey 
is the fact that 20 per cent of the nation’s population is persons 
from 14 to 24, an increaseof 47 per cent in 1960. 

TWO-THIRDS of these people will be of voting age by 
November, 1972. 

I'llE QUESTION IS. will they vote? Census Bureau information 
says they are not as likely to vote as older people. 

Such things as the fact that in the November, 1968, Presidential 
election only 33 per cent of the 18 to 20 year olds living in states 
where they could vote actually did vote give support to this 
assumption. 

ALSO, ONLY 51 per cent of the people 21 to 24 in the whole 
nation voted in that election. 

One reason for this, may be that, according to the survey, 
people in this age bracket are extremely mobile. Between 1969 
and 1970, 45 per cent of the people 22 to 24 moved. Possibly young 
people do not stay in one area long enough to register. 

NEVERTHELESS, a survey of 13 West Tennessee counties 
seems to indicate that young people in this area at least are not 
very concerned with voting. 

The survey taken earlier this summer indicated only 3.1 per 
cent of the 18 to 20 year olds have registered since the ratification 
of the 26th Amendment. Although they could potentially account 
for 10 per centof the registered vote, it is estimated they currently 
would be little more than 5 per cent. 

IS IT APATHY, a lack of key elections in the near future or an 
absence of organized registration drives that accounts for this? 

Perhaps the reaction of students of another university in West 
Tennessee is true of the majority of us. Namely, that support for 
the 18 year old vote flourished in classroom discussions and 
campus polls where the issue was making front page news but 
died with the bill’s passage. 

IT IS STRANGE how we take for granted overnight what it took 
us years to get.

In Conference 


The University of Tennessee 
a( Martin’s “Wild Bunch’’ 
defensive unit leads the seven- 
team pack of the newly aligned 
Gulf South Conference in total 
defense, according to statistics 
released Wednesday by the 
commissioner’s office. 

THE PACERS HOLD a 
commanding lead after four 
games of the season having 
limited opponents to an average 
of 170.3 yards a game in total 
offense. UTM’s nearest com¬ 
petitor is Jacksonville State 
with a 210.0 yield followed by 
Delta State with 229.7. 

By category the Pacers, 
ranked in the top ten in the 
nation in pass defense, lead the 
league in aerial defense with a 
42.7-yard average yield. Delta 
State is a distant second with 
72.7. The defensive line, ranked 
third In rushing defense with a 
126.5 average, trails 
Jacksonville State with 101.2 
and Livingston with 109.7. 

OFFENSIVELY. UTM is 
ranked fourth in total offense 
with a 298.5 yard average. In 
rushing the Pacers figure third 
with 126.5, and in passing the 
team ranks fourth with a 112.5- 
yard average. 

In individual categories 
Pacer split end Dana Witten 
leads the loop with 17 catches 
for 248 yards and a single touch¬ 
down. Flanker Grady Maddox is 
a distant fifth with 12 receptions 
for 93 yards. 

QUARTERBACK KELLY 
Coker is fifth in total offense 
with 403 yards and fourth in 
passing with 343 yards. 
Fullback Nate Holmes is 
ranked fourth in rushing with 
320 yards on 80 carries. 

DEFENSIVE BACK Mike 
Beeler leads the league in punt 
returns with a 10.7 average on 
fourteen returns. His 86-yard 
touchdown return against 
Tennessee Tech is the longest 
recorded in the new conference.

80 yards in 4 plays for the final 
score. Junior tailback Nate 
Holmes carried the ball 3 of the 
4 times for 41 yards and Kelly 
Coker cupped it off with a 39 
yard touchdown to Grady 
Maddox.

Dana Witten continued to lead 
the conference in pass receiving 
as he caught 5 passes for 61 
yards Saturday night and has 22 
receptions for 299 yards on the 
season. Not far behind him is 
Grady Maddox who caught 2 
passes for 82 yards last week 
and has 14 receptions for 175 
yards on the season. 

NATE “THE FOX" Holmes 
once again had a tremendous 
night as he rushed for 158 yards 
against Austin Peay and con¬ 
tinues to lead the conference 
with 520 yards on 103 carries or 
a 4.6 average on the season. 

The defensive unit once again 
had a tremendous game and 
allowed Austin Peay only 123 
yards of total offense. On the 
season the defense has given up 
only 804 total yards and is 
currently ranked 17th in the 
nation. On pass defense the 
Pacers are 7th in the nation as 
they have given up only 237 
yards through the air.
